DALLAS (UPI) - President Ford is tempting potential 
assassins by impulsively wading into crowds and especially 
by his pledges to continue appearing in public despite at 
tem pts on his life, says a pyschiatrist who has dealt with 
killers. 
Dr. John T. Holbrook, who helped prepare the state's case 
against Jack Ruby, the slayer of presidential assassin Lee 
Harvey Oswald, says Ford should make no comment on the 
attacks and restrict his visits with the public 
“ I thought what the President said on television about how 
he was going to stand up to these people and not let fringe 
groups deter him from pressing the flesh was inflam atory, 
Holbrook said. "Once this cycle of assassination attem pts is 
started I think we will have others. 
"But his going on TV — it is a baiting process, a throwing 
down of the gauntlet. They’re predators, these people. Its 
like going after the fastest gun in the West. 


Chinese Visit 


WASHINGTON (U PI) 
President Ford today sent 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger to China to prepare for 
his own visit and a new chapter in Sino-American relations, 
according to adm inistration sources. 
Kissinger, who wears his well-worn 1957 jet as a less 
traveled man might favor a pair of old slippers, was flying 
to Peking via Tokyo to arrange a visit by Ford after Thanks­ 
giving Day. 
The sources said Kissinger, whose first and secret 
mission to Peking opened the door for former P resid ed 
Richard M Nixon’s 1971 dram atic flight to China, will lay the 
groundwork for Sino American relations being conducted 
not only without Nixon but minus Chinese Communist Party 
Chairman Mao Tse lung, 82. and Prem ier Chou En-lai, 77.

About IO million women in America use the pills I he new 
warnings, if approved, will tell women they face an in 
creased risk of suffering fatal and nonfatal heart attacks. 
Women over 40 years old increase chances of blood clots 
and related problems such as strokes if they use the pills, tin 
PDA said. 
Women who wish to stop taking the pill and become 
pregnant will be advised to wait at least three months 
because "studies show there is a possible increased risk of 
spontaneous abortion rn women who become pregnant

Local crim e declined 23.14 
percent during September, 
although offenses are still up 
com pared to a year ago. 
In a report to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, the 
Plano 
Police

noted that crim e is up 33.33 
percent from September of

Last year only 89 m ajor 
c rim es 
including
